A fearful story is rei)orioil from 
Lloyd's. Last January the Liverpool 
ship San Eafael, from Birkenhead to 
Valparaiso witb coals, was totally des- 
troyed hy fire oil" Capo Horn. Eleven 
of the crew wore picked up a fortnight 
later, after having sult'crod foiirful pri- 
vations, from two of the vosstjl'ti boats, 
and lauded in London iu Ap.il by the 
^.Aship yorksbire, from ^Melbourne. The 
^Tong-boat, containing Captain Mc- 
Adams, bis -wife, tbe carpenter, four 
seamen and three boys, which loft the 
vessel along with the other boats, 
parted company, and it now appears 
that the persons above named all 
ljiilfit44PO\New Year's Island, near 
Oftpe.^Qrn, .and, and as tbe Island is 
barren and uninhabited, they have 
evidently starved slowly to death, as a 
vessel recently arrived at Stanley, 
Falkland Isles, reports having dis- 
covered the bodies of eight men and 
one woman on the Island, and these 
are supposed to bo tho missing boat's 
crew of tbe San llufael. 

Mr. John, a retired County Coutt 
^Judge, residing at Dolcanthi, Carmar- 
'^theii, was shot dead, and his married 
daughter dangerously wounded, on 
Saturday, by his butler, who was un- 
der notice to leave. Tbo murderer 
then sought a man, whom bo said ho 
would shoot, but not finding him, he 
blew out his own brains.

EUROPE. 

London, Sept. 25. — X later dispatch 
from Constantinople announces that the 
Ambassador will eonimunicate on Tues- 
day to the Porto tho formal conditions of 
peace as settled by European powers, the 
points of whioh havo previously been re- 
ported. Bussia has givou her consent in 
principle to these e(jnditions. 

A telegram from Belgrade says public 
opinion in Servia is greatly excited oviir 
tho cpnditions of peace proposed by the 
Powers. It is stated that the restoralicm 
of the statu quo ante bellum in Servia with 
the introduction of local reforms in the 
Christian provinces of Turkey would bo a 
fatal blow to those countries; without ac- 
tual indopondeiii'e Si-rvia would bo dead. 
Tho promised reforms aro not likely to bo 
carried out. Peace socnrcd ou such con- 
ditions would niorolj' delay the inevitable 
conflict between tho Christians and Turks. 

Tho Times' Belgrade dispatch says the 
people aro amazed at the good under- 
standing between Russia and England, 
which they perceive will almost i-crlaiuly 
end hostilities. I'russia proposed only 
ono amendment to tho English ])rogranune 
and it was adopted. 

Vienna, Sept. 20. — A correspondent 
telegraphs to the Times that the idea of 
uppoiatiug a commission to arrange the 
details of the settlement in the provinces 
gains favor.
